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September Weather and Crop Summary 


WEATHER 


HIGHLIGHTS: During the first part of the month, 
the far West was plagued with severe heat while 
Hurricane Florence and a stationary front caused 
heavy rain along the central Gulf and southern 
Atlantic coasts. Extensive flooding occurred 
across northern Florida. At midmonth, massive 
Hurricane Gilbert devastated Jamaica, the Yucatan, 
and northeastern Mexico before its remnants 
brought beneficial moisture into the central 
United States. At month's end, substantial rains 
drenched the eastern portions of the central and 
southern Plains and the lower Mississippi Valley. 
Dry harvest weather prevailed over the Corn Belt. 


SEPTEMBER 1<3...The nonstop heat continued in the 
West as stations in northern California and Oregon 
set new September records for high temperatures. 
Heavy rain fell across Texas and the central Gulf 
coast. 


SEPTEMBER 4-10...A stalled frontal system caused 
heavy rain over the Southeast and mid-Atlantic 
coast. Extensive flooding occurred across 
northern Florida. Hurricane Florence slammed into 
the central Gulf coast at the end of the period. 
Smoke from forest fires in the northern Rockies 
obscured skies over the north-central United 
States. Severe heat remained in California. 


SEPTEMBER 11-17...Gilbert, the most powerful 
hurricane of the century in the western 
hemisphere, moved through the Caribbean, across 


the Yucatan Peninsula, and into northeastern 
Mexico. Gilbert brought torrential rain = and 
numerous tornadoes to southern Texas. The 


northward flow of warm, moist air caused 
above-normal temperatures and widespread rain in 
the central and southern Great Plains, Southeast, 
and Mississippi and Ohio Valleys. 


SEPTEMBER 18-24...Moisture from the remnants of 
Hurricane Gilbert contributed to the substantial 
rain that eased long-term moisture deficits in 
portions of the central United States. Hot, humid 
conditions prevailed over the Southeast, while 
cool autumn weather dominated the western half of 
the Nation. 


SEPTEMBER 25-30...A storm system drenched the 
eastern portions of the central and southern Great 
Plains with heavy rain and caused local flooding. 
Warm, moist air from the Gulf of Mexico brought 
heavy to moderate rain to the lower and middle 
Mississippi Valley at month's end. Warm weather 
returned to the West. 


ROW CROP DEVELOPMENT 


Dry weather early in September accelerated 
crop development in the central and northern 
Plains States. Heavy rains slowed crop maturity 
in the Southeast. Crop development lagged behind 
normal in the Ohio Valley. Rain in the central 
and southeastern areas improved soil moisture 
conditions about midmonth. Soil moisture in the 
central Plains was mostly short early in the month 
and short to adequate by month's end. Soil 
moisture in the South and East was mostly 
adequate. Harvest was ahead of normal in the 
central and northern Plains States. Crop maturity 
and harvest continued to lagg behind normal in 
most of the East. 


Corn was 91 percent mature, 5 points behind 
1987 but equal to the 5-year average. Maturity 
was ahead of normal in the central and northern 
Plains States but lagged far behind normal in 
Michigan, Ohio, and Pennsylvania. Harvest was 32 
percent complete, 6 points behind 1987 but 10 
points ahead of normal. Harvest was far ahead of 
normal in Iowa, Kansas, and Minnesota. Iowa's 
harvest was 50 percent finished, 33 points ahead 
of normal. Harvest was 40 percent complete, 12 
points ahead of normal in Illinois. Corn borers 
damaged some corn in eastern Nebraska. Nebraska's 
harvest was 30 percent complete, 18 points ahead 
of normal. Harvest was nearing completion in 
Georgia and Texas. 


By the end of September, 78 percent of the 
soybean acreage had reached the leaf dropping 
stage, 5 points behind 1987 but 1 point ahead of 
normal. Soybeans were just beginning to drop 
leaves in the Carolinas but were nearing 
completion in the western Corn Belt. The percent 
of acreage dropping leaves lagged behind normal in 
Michigan, Ohio, and most of the South. Soybean 
harvest was 29 percent finished, 9 points behind 
1987 but 9 points ahead of normal. Harvest was 
far ahead of normal in Iowa, Kansas, and 
Minnesota. Iowa's harvest was 48 percent 
complete, 21 points ahead of the average. Harvest 
was 50 percent complete, 13 points ahead of normal 
in Illinois. Illinois producers harvested nearly 
one-third of their soybean acreage during the last 
week of September. 


Seventy-two percent of the cotton acreage had 
reached the boll opening stage, 3 points ahead of 
normal. By October 2, harvest was 19 percent 
finished, 9 points behind 1987 and 1 point behind 
normal. Harvest was 31 percent finished, 6 points 
behind normal in Mississippi. Texas’ harvest was 
22 percent complete, 6 points ahead of the 


average. Harvest lagged far behind normal in 
Arkansas, Missouri, South Carolina, and 
Tennessee. Harvest was just beginning in 


California, New Mexico, and Oklahoma. 


Seventy-eight percent of the sorghum acreage 
was mature by October 2, 8 points ahead of 
normal. Maturity was far ahead of normal in 
Kansas, Nebraska, and South Dakota. Oklahoma's 
acreage was only 30 percent mature, 35 points 
behind 1987 and 40 points behind normal. Harvest 
was 42 percent complete, 6 points ahead of normal 
in the 11 major producing states. Harvest was 
considerably ahead of normal in Kansas, Nebraska, 
and South Dakota. 


Rice harvest was 63 percent complete, 19 
points behind 1987 and 9 points behind normal. 
Harvest was nearing completion in Louisiana and 
was complete in Texas. Arkansas' harvest was 53 
percent finished, 20 points behind normal. 


WINTER WHEAT SEEDING 


Winter wheat seeding was 53 percent finished 
by October 2, 11 points behind 1987 but 2 points 
ahead of the 5-year average. Seeding was ahead of 
normal in 10 of the 20 major producing states. 
Insufficient soil moisture delayed seeding in the 
central and northern Plains States early in 
September. By month's end, seeding progress was 
near or ahead of normal in most areas.

SMALL GRAINS: Winter wheat seeding was 71% 
finished, 6 points behind 1987 but 8 points ahead 
of normal.

Armyworms were a problem in the Cross Timbers area. 
Kansas’s seeding was 80% finished, 10 points ahead 
of the average. Armyworms were present in some 
locations. Winter wheat seeding was 77% complete, 
11 points ahead of normal in Montana. Growers 
seeded one-third of the crop. Oklahoma’s seeding 
was 65% finished, 10 points ahead of the average.

COTTON: Eighty-one percent of the acreage was in 
the boll opening stage, 5 points ahead of normal.

Rain and cool temperatures slowed crop maturity and 
harvest in the South. Harvest was far behind 
normal in Arkansas, Missouri, South Carolina, and 
Tennessee. Mississippi’s harvest was 48% finished, 
5 points behind the average. Harvest was 23% 
complete, 5 points ahead of normal in Texas. 
Damage from boll weevils reduced yields. 
California’s harvest gained momentum in central 
areas and continued in southern areas.

Flue-cured tobacco was 94% complete, 2 points 
behind normal in North Carolina. Burley stripping 
was 4% finished, 1 point behind normal in Kentucky. 
Housed tobacco continued to cure well with little 
or no houseburn. 
FRUITS AND NUTS: Florida’s citrus groves were in 
good condition but needed rain. Producers 
irrigated in most areas. Lemon harvest continued 
in Arizona. Grapefruit harvest began on a limited 
basis. Texas pecan harvest continued. Pecan 
harvest was just beginning in Georgia and 
Louisiana. California’s desert grapefruit harvest 
is expected to begin soon. Pistachio, walnut, and 
late variety almond harvest continued. Other 
harvest activities included grapes, peaches, plums, 
and valencia oranges. Early variety navel oranges 
began turning color. In Washington, red delicious 
apple harvest was underway. 


VEGETABLES:

By week’s end, a 
storm system developed over the Black Sea, 
spreading light showers (4-12mm) over the 
eastern half of the Ukraine and the western 
North Caucasus.

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-+.- Typhoon Nelson brushed southern 
and eastern sections of Japan late in the week, 
bringing high winds, heavy rain (25-100mm, with 
isolated rainfall greater than 100mm), and 
localized flooding to the Ryuku Islands on 
Thursday, and to southeastern Honshu on Friday 
and Saturday. The rainfall caused delays in 
rice and summer crop harvest. In China, 
moderate to heavy rain (15-40mm) continued in 
western crop areas, spreading into middle 
sections of the Yangtze Valley. The rain 
delayed late single crop rice harvest but 
benefited establishing winter grains and 
oilseeds. Scattered mostly light rain (less 
than 10mm) favored vegetative winter grains on 
the North China Plain, although persistently 
below normal rainfall in sections of Shandong, 
Henan, and Anhui has caused some soils to become 
unfavorably dry. 


--- Locally heavy rain (100-200mm 
or more) continued from Bangkok to westernmost 
Kampuchea, maintaining high irrigation levels 
but likely causing more flooding. Widespread, 
moderate to heavy showers (25-125mm) covered 
most other regions of Indochina, including 
rainfed rice areas of northeastern Thailand 
which ~ had been trending dry since 
mid-September. Locally heavy rain (as much as 
128mm) in northern Vietnam was due in part to a 
tropical depression which moved onshore late in 
the week. Much needed drier weather covered the 
western coast of the Malay Peninsula but locally 
heavy showers (200mm) persisted over a small 
region. In the Philippines, heavy showers 
(100-224mm) extended from southwestern Luzon to 
western Mindanao. Heavy rain (up to 124mm) also 
fell over grain regions of northeastern Luzon, 
improving conditions for secondary grain 
planting.

--- Rainfall tapered off from the 
previous week over much of central and southern 
India but pockets of heavy rain (100mm or more) 
continued over portions of western Madhya 
Pradesh and central Maharashtra, possibly 
causing local flooding. Scattered showers 
(10-50mm or more) benefited filling crops in 
Andhra Pradesh, eastern Tamil Nadu, and along 
the southeast coast. Mostly dry, warm weather 
from Gujarat to western Tamil Nadu benefited 
maturing groundnuts and_— grains. Moisture 
conditions across India favor cotton which 
ranges from flowering to boll forming. Much 
needed dry weather covered flooded regions of 
northern India and northern Pakistan. Light to 
moderate rain (10-25mm or more) from Uttar 
Pradesh to West Bengal benefited rice ranging 
from heading to filling and boosted irrigation 
reserves for winter wheat planting, due to begin 
soon. Rainfall was generally light (2-27mm) 
from central Bangladesh eastward, though locally 
heavy showers (up to 11lmm) persisted in far 
eastern India.

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AUSTRALIA eee Abnormally hot, dry weather 
continued through midweek in eastern Australia, 
with maximum temperatures in the 35-39 degrees C 
range causing stress in winter grains across 
western crop areas of Queensland and New South 
Wales. A cool front brought relief in the form 
of cooler temperatures and scattered light rain 
(less than 10mm) by week’s end. Below normal 
rainfall over the past several weeks in sections 
of central Queensland, New South Wales, and 
southern South Australia has caused increasing 
levels of stress in winter wheat and barley, 
which are reproductive to filling. In contrast, 
moderate to heavy rain (15-40mm) continued 
across growing areas in Western Australia, 
favoring heading to reproductive winter 
cereals. Mean temperatures ranged from much 
above normal in Queensland and New South Wales 
to near normal in Western Australia.

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--- Periodic showers continued 
over eastern Argentina and southern Brazil. [In 
Argentina, weekly rainfall averaged 25-73mm in 
eastern Buenos Aires, an area missed by the 
previous week’s rain, and 10-21mm in southern 
Santa Fe. Mostly dry weather prevailed in 
Cordoba, eastern La Pampa and northern cotton 
areas. Topsoil moisture has improved in recent 
weeks for summer crop planting and wheat 
In Brazil, weekly rainfall averaged 
10-25mm in the southwestern half of Rio Grande 
do Sul, and 25-59mm in the northeast and Santa 
Catarina, maintaining moist field conditions. 
Beneficial showers (10-20mm) helped early summer 
crops in southern Parana, eastern Sao Paulo, 
southern Goias, and scattered areas of Minas 
Gerais. Warm, dry weather persisted over Mato 
Grosso do Sul and western Sao Paulo. 


--- Dry weather prevailed over much of

northern Mexico, favoring early wheat planting 


in the northwest and both harvesting and 
planting activities in the northeast. Very 
light showers fell over the Southern Plateau 
corn belt, favoring the corn harvest. Weekly 
rainfall averaged 5mm or less in all but eastern 
portions where 7-25mm of rain fell. Locally 
heavy tropical showers were confined to an area 
from Veracruz southward, covering much of 
southeastern Mexico. Weekly rainfall averaged 
40-143mm from Veracruz to Villahermosa, and 
10-38mm along the Yucatan peninsula. 
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
